1 . REPRESENTATIVE JAMES SCHEUER, CHAIRMAN, SUBCOMMITTEE ON 
DOMESTIC AND INTERNATIONAL PLANNING, ANALYSIS, AND COOPERA- 
TION OF THE HOUSE SCIENCE AND TECHNOLOGY COMMITTEE, PLANS 
TO TRAVEL TO ADDRESSEE POSTS FROM AUGUST 6 TO SEPTEMBER 3. 
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AS TITLE INDICATES, SUBCOMMITTEE RESPONSIBLE FOR OVERVIEW OF 
SCIENTIFIC PLANNING IN U.S., SCIENTIFIC EXCHANGES WITH 
FOREIGN COUNTRIES, AND THE APPLICATION OF SCIENCE TO GLOBAL 
PROBLEMS LIKE ENVIRONMENT AND POPULATION. PURPOSE OF TRIP 
WILL BE TO EXAMINE THREE ISSUE AREAS: (1) INTERNATIONAL 
COOPERATION IN SCIENCE AND TECHNOLOGY, INCLUDING WHERE 
APPLICABLE BILATERAL SCIENCE AND TECHNOLOGY AGREEMENTS; 

(2) POPULATION GROWTH AND NATIONAL PROGRAMS DESIGNED TO RE- 
DUCE FERTILITY; AND (3) INTERNATIONAL TECHNOLOGY TRANSFER. 

2. FYI. SCHEUER HAS PROPOSED FORMATION OF HOUSE SELECT 
COMMITTEE ON POPULATION WHICH WILL BE VOTED ON BY HOUSE 
SHORTLY, AND HIS OWN PERSONAL INTERESTS IN TRIP ARE HEAVILY 
IN POPULATION AREA. END FYI. 

3. COMPOSITION OF GROUP TRAVELLING WITH SCHEUER NOT 
FINALIZED AT THIS TIME BUT WILL INCLUDE AT LEAST CONGRESSMAN, 
HIS WIFE, TWO (2) DAUGHTERS PRESENTLY IN LAW SCHOOL, AND 
PERSONAL STAFF MEMBER. IT IS POSSIBLE THAT OTHER MEMBERS 

OF CONGRESS MIGHT JOIN AT LEAST PART OF TRIP AND THAT PRI- 
VATE INDIVIDUALS INTERESTED IN POPULATION WILL ALSO ACCOM 
PANY. CONGRESSMAN SUGGESTS PLANNING ON PARTY OF FROM 10 
TO 12 INDIVIDUALS, REQUIRING ABOUT 8 HOTEL ROOMS (4 DOUBLES). 

4. WHILE THIS TRIP IS ON THE OFFICIAL BUSINESS OF THE 
COMMITTEE, CONGRESSMAN SCHEUER IS PERSONALLY PAYING COST 
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OF HIS OWN AND FAMILY'S TRAVEL AND REQUESTS EMBASSIES TO 
INFORM HIM OF ANY EXTRAORDINARY EXPENSES, E.G., RENTING 
ADDITIONAL LIMOUSINES, INCURRED ON VISIT AND HE WILL REIM- 
BURSE. DATES FOR VISITS TO POSTS AND SUGGESTIONS OF 
POSSIBLE ACTIVITIES ARE AS FOLLOWS; A COMPLETE FLIGHT 
ITINERARY WILL FOLLOW ALONG WITH FUNDING INFORMATION FOR 
STAFFERS. 

5. JAPAN. ARRIVAL SUNDAY, AUGUST 7 AT TOKYO. SUGGEST 
OVERVIEW BRIEFING ON BILATERAL SCIENCE AND TECHNOLOGY AGREE- 
MENTS AND POSSIBLE MEETING WITH JAPANESE WORKING GROUP OF 
PARLIAMENTARIANS ON POPULATION AND DEVELOPMENT WHICH PLANS 
VISIT TO U.S. IN SEPTEMBER. LEAVE TOKYO BY TRAIN OR PLANE 

FOR OSAKA/KYOTO TUESDAY, AUGUST 9. CONGRESSMAN HOPES TO 
STAY AT JAPANESE STYLE HOTEL HIRAGIYA IN KYOTO NIGHT OF 
AUGUST 9 AND WOULD APPRECIATE SUGGESTIONS FOR SUBSTANTIVE 
TIME IN KYOTO/OSAKA.
